Star Returns 


The two newspaper empire of the 
Yorba Linda Star and the Placentia 
Courier, both long founded 
weeklies, changes ownership with 
the announcement this week that 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Caswell have 
purchased both papers. 

The sale returns the two landmark 
papers to local ownership. The 
purchase was made from Edward J. 
Kelly of San Diego, well known 
advertising executive. 

Both newspapers will be managed 
by Jane (Mrs. Robert) Caswell, who 
has served as staff photographer for 
the papers since April of this year. 
The new publisher, Mrs. Caswell, is 


a graduate of California State 
University at Fullerton with a degree 
in linguistics. 

The Caswells have been residents 
of this area since 1964, and have 
lived in Southern California since 
1953. 

The two papers, both of which 
have colorful pioneer histories, were 
first brought under one ownership 
when they were bought by Kelly in 
1973. The Star, which is in it’s 60th 
year of continuous publication, was 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. William 
Drake before the sale to Kelly. Mrs. 
Drake is currently an employee at 
the Star. 


The acquisition by Mr. and Mrs. 
Caswell follows innovations in both 
newspapers with conversion from 
the traditional ‘‘hot type’’ to the 
cleaner and clearer offset printing 
now used, encompassing reproduc- 
tion through tape, computers, and 
photographic processes. 

The first years of the Star are 
rather hazy as the file of back issues 
was destroyed by fire in 1921. It 
appears to have started in La Habra 
in 1915 and moved to Yorba Linda in 
1917. Sales were on a single copy 
basis and the paper was printed 
whenever they accumulated suffi- 
cient material to justify a printing. 


C. Milton Schulz purchased the 
operation July 3, 1922 and 
established a triweekly schedule and 
rates of $3.00 a year or $.30 a month. 
Two months later he switched to 
biweekly production for $2.00 a year 
or $.25 a month. The paper was also 
changed from four pages to eight. A 
short time later, he started using 
mail to deliver the papers. 

In July of 1923, A.V. Douglass 
bought the Star and changed to 
weekly publication. He sold it in 
December of that year to Frank 
Rospaw, who had just arrived from 
Kansas. The first year elections 
were covered in the Star was 1926.

Employees Get 


Another 1.7723 per cent raise, 
amounting to approximately 
$251,000, was accorded personnel of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
last week. 

The total wage boost this year, 
first estimated around $900,000 will 
now soar over $1 million. Wages 
account for $15,500,000 benefits 
another $1,800,000 for a total of 
$17,300,000 and out of the complete 
$22,476,886 PUSD budget. 

The additional new monies, added 
to a 6 per cent pay boost already 
received, were promised by the 
PUSD board of trustees, to 
employees, if special state funds 
became available to the district. The 
latest salary increase represents 55 
per cent of the state funds. 

Employees were voted a 6 per cent 
pay hike in August in addition to the 
already secured program of step 
advances of 4.2 per cent in salaries, 
which represent length of time of 
employment and a one per cent 
column advance for additional 
education completed. A 13th step 
pay increase also was added. 

PUSD employees, in addition, 
have an individual $600 fringe 
benefit package including health 
insurance and a_ $10,000 life 


insurance policy for each employee.

Hospital Probe 


Charges that Placentia-Linda 
Community Hospital, Placentia, is 
one of four area hospitals under 
investigation by the Internal 
Revenue Service, brought a ‘‘no 
comment at this time’’ statement 
this week from Gilliat S. Burnham, 
director of the hospital. 

Further information that the State 
Department of Health is moving to 
deny Medi-Cal payments to four 
Orange County hospitals, including 
Placentia-Linda, also brought forth 
no official statement from the 
hospital staff. 

Bob Nance, press secretary for the 
State Department of Health, 
confirmed in Sacramento Monday 
that the health division has asked 
the Justice Department to com- 
mence procedures to prohibit the 
hospitals’ privileges of treating 
Medi-Cal patients. 

Basis for the complaint against 
Placentia-Linda and the other three 
hospitals is that they are alleged to 
have completed construction of 
additional facilities without the 
proper authority. Hospitals wishing 
to expand, Nance explained, must 
seek permission from a specified 
local health planning agency or 
appeal to the state Health Planning 
Council for redress. 

The State Department of Health 
alleges that Placentia-Linda and the 
other three hospitals did not do this. 

In this circumstance, Nance 
explained, a 1969 law prohibits 
Medi-Cal payments being paid to 
the offending hospitals. It also 
would be the first time that such 
action has been taken under the 1969 
statute. 

Other hospitals involved in the 
action are Mercy General Hospital 
in Santa Ana; Fountain Valley 
Community Hospital and Pacifica 
Hospital in Huntington Beach. 

Placentia-Linda, the only hospital 
in Placentia, also is an officic' 
receiving hospital for the Orange 
County Paramedics program, which 
serves both Placentia and Yorba 
Linda. 

Capt. Carmon Johnson, in charge 
of the Paramedics in this area, said 
this week that he did not know of any 
way that the ruling would affect the 
paramedic use but that ‘‘a receiving 
hospital must be able to accept any 
patient brought in’’ in connection 
with the program.

Lucas bought the paper and 
reformatted it. The paper increased 
in size and circulation. Lucas sold it 
to Mr. and Mrs. William Drake in 
June 1961, and another period of 
growth ensued.

Paramedic Loss 
Stuns Planners 


Yorba Linda residents who saw 
the new paramedic van installed a 
few months ago, might be in for a big 
dissappointment. 

It was announced last week at the 
Planning Commission meeting by 
Orange County Fire Department 
Chief Robert H. Hennessey, that the 
van will be moved to Placentia 
Saturday, Nov. 1. The move is 
permanent. 

It doesn’t mean YL will not be 
served by a _ paramedic unit. 
However, service to those living on 
the east side of town or in areas 
adjacent, will no longer be as fast as 
it is now. 


The news was revealed when 
Hennessey, a protection analyst for 
the county, appeared before the 
commission for approval of the 
conditional use permit for the 
temporary fire station to be built on 
Yorba Linda Blvd., east of Fairmont. 

Although the temporary quarters 
will provide additional fire protec- 
tion for the city and the permit was 
approved, the Planning Commission 
appeared more concerned about the 
city’s loss of the paramedic unit. 


When asked by Commissioner 
Irwin Fried where the decision came 
from to move the van, the chief 
replied that the master plan was 
drawn up earlier by the board of 
supervisors, but when asked why 
the van was moved, he was not able 
to respond specifically other than to 
offer his own conjecture, or as he put 
it, ‘‘my best answer...”’ 

The upshot, apparently, is that 
population density affected the

decision to move. According to 
Hennessey, ‘‘More residents live 
closer to the border of Placentia, in 
the western portion of YL.”’ 

When questioned later by the Star 
about the reason for building the fire 
station in the eastern part of the city 
his reason was similar to that given 
for moving the paramedic unit. It is 
being done he said, ‘‘beacuse of the 
growth of the city.”’ 

He said that he didn’t know where 
the station would be after the 
temporary period of five years was 
over. ‘‘It depends on how the city 
develops. We think if we wait and 
see we'll save money in the long run. 
We don’t want to put in a permanent 
station and find out later it was in the 
wrong place.”’ 

The growth of Yorba Linda not 
only affects what the county does 
with its equipment, it also affects 
noise. 

And one item on the agenda, had 
it passed, might have remedied the 
increasing noise caused by air 
conditioners. 

Planning Director Phil Paxton 
said, in a written report to the 
commission about the proposed 
noise ordinance, that the abatement 
period should be shortened to six 
months. The new ordinance will be 
enforceable by the County Health 
Department. 

Public sentiment to have some- 
thing done about the noise was 
voiced by John Carroll, a resident, 
who said he wanted the ordinance to 
pass because his family has suffered 
from health problems as a result of 
‘*excessively loud’’ air conditioners 
near his property. 

At present the ordinance reflects 
only a_ residential noise zone 
standard. Under the new ordinance, 
the city can add more noise zones. 

The flexibility, according to 
Paxton, ‘‘will be important if the city 
develops industrial or more intense 
commercial properties.’’ 

Because the commission did not 
believe it took enough time prior to 
the meeting to study the issue they 
voted to continue further study at

cooperative effort between 
elementary schools of the Placentia 
Unified School District and parents, 
to insure information as to the 
whereabouts of each child on school 
days, is now in progress, the schools 
report this week. 

The system will rely on parents 
advising the schools when their 
youngsters will not be attending that 
day and the schools calling home to 
check on any child either not in 
school or not excused. 

Part time clerks will be hired by 
the schools, Superintendent of 
Schools John O. Tynes outlined at 
Tuesday nights meeting of the 
PUSD Board of Trustees. 

“We will be developing an 
administrative procedure to help 
schools with the task of notifying 
parents when children are absent as 
well as working with parent groups 
to get parental cooperation in 


notifying us when their children will 
not be in school,’’ Tynes stated. 

The action was prompted by the 
death of 8-year-old Ronald Wolf, 
following fatal injuries at an oil well 
site between his home and 
Brookhaven Elementary School on 
his way to school. 

Parents petitioned the trustees 
Tuesday night to set up the joint 
reporting system so that a child 
might be declared missing before 
his absence was discovered only 
after school hours and the student 
failed to return home. 

With enrollments at PUSD 
elementary schools running from 
600 to 1,000 with a possible 10 per 
cent absentee factor, the new policy 
will involve an additional employee 
load for the schools, it was pointed 
out. Also some parents object to 
being called at their places of 
employment, it was reported.

Whetmore Moans 


GOP Inaction 


State Senator James Whetmore 
(R-35th) termed the last session of 
the State Legislature as ‘‘harmon- 
ious but the Republicans did not do 
much."’ 

Speaking to the Rotary Club last 
week, Whetmore attributed the 
GOP's inaction to the overwhelming 
majority of Democrats in the Senate 
and Assembly. 

He pointed to some _ major 
legislation that became law such as 
the mandatory penalties for some 
crimes, the Farm Labor law, 
legalization of homosexuality, an 
increase in unemployment insur- 
ance rates and the imposition of $600 
million in taxes on business. 

While praising Governor Jerry 
Brown as a ‘‘sincere, dedicated, 
serious and hard working young 
ma.'’ Whetmore asserted that 
Brown ‘‘promoted and signed every 
liberal bill that did not cost money 
but vetoed those that required 
funding."’ 

In answer to questions from the 
audience Whetmore indicated that 


State Controller Ken Corey took 
advantage of loopholes in the law to 
appoint people very close to his 
campaign contributors as inheri- 
tance tax appraisers. Those 
loopholes should’ be _ closed, 
Whetmore affirmed. 

Whetmore said that the liberal 
administration finally gave ‘‘Willie 
Brown support to pass the so-called 
‘gay bill.’’ 

The Orange County legislator is 
firmly opposed to gun control. 
‘*Disarm the people and you give the 
criminals carte blanche,’’ he said. 


Whetmore spoke out strongly 
against collective bargaining and 
binding arbitration for public 
employees. He called attention to 
settlements which always provide 
amnesty for strikers. 


The Marine Band from El Toro 
played for Rotary before the meeting 
and members were guests at the 
luncheon. Whetmore noted that he 
had been a professional musician for 
33 years.

Rebuttal To Plastic City 


Re: Rudy Gonzales’s letter to the 
Editor Yorba Linda Star dated 
9/14/75 entitled Plastic City: 


The term Plastic City used by Mr. 
Gonzales, I think, refers to density of 
Yorba Linda. Some parts of the City 
have been developed with less space 
for yards than other parts. The 
people who live in the dense portions 
love their area and don’t think of it as 
a ‘‘plastic city’. 

Single family houses have been 
built recently in several areas of the 
city. Building fees from these 
builders have been a chief source of 
revenue for the City of Yorba Linda. 

Some of the building has been in 
County areas such as the Country 
Club area. Yorba Linda City does not 
collect building fees if the building is 
in the County area. 

Business shops have been built at 
Lakewood Plaza and elsewhere. 
Mercantile Tax of 1% is paid by 
shoppers who buy in such places. 
This money is divided among cities 
in Orange County by the State on the 
basis of population. 

If Yorba Linda had a greater 
population, it would receive a 
greater share of the Mercantile Tax. 
We need greater population. 

So the building of housing 
developments in Yorba Linda, 
instead of a ‘‘bad thing’’, is a ‘‘good 
thing’.

No issue before City Council ‘is

may adversely effect some people 
but be good for the majority of the 
citizens. Council members are 
selected because they have the 
capacity and experience to judge 
what is best for the City. 

The five council members seldom 
agree. That is why the City Charter 
calls for an uneven number of 
members. They are elected at two 
year intervals, two members, then

What does he 
get out of it? Honor? Respect? He is 
doing it to serve his fellow Yorba 
Lindans. He wants to preserve the 
good life that we enjoy. Who else 
will serve thusly? 

Yorba Linda will ‘‘grow’’. It 
cannot stand still. Growth in the 
right measure and direction does not 
make Yorba Linda a ‘‘plastic city’”.
